the preliminary planning for the 
Congress to the Council of 
I.A.D.C. at its meeting in 
Budapest. It is with pleasure I 
can announce that Dr.Hali has now 
been elected as Congress Chair- 


man for the 1983 I.A.D.C.Congress, 


Roger brings considerable exper- 
lence to this position having 
been Inaugural President of 
A.S.DB.C., Councillor for the 
International Association of 
Dentistry for the Handicapped as 
well as having been involved with 
proceedings of the I.A.D.C. for 
many years. I am sure we all wish 
him success, but more than that 
pledge him our full support to 
ensure the I.A.B.C. Congress in 
Melbourne in 1983 will be a4 
memorable one. 

During the General Meeting in 
Adelaide on 20th June, 1979 it 
was moved that Dental Boards of 
each State be approached concern- 
ing Requirements and Criteria for 
Registration as a Pedodontic 
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Specialist. The Federal Secre- 
tary has now received replies 
from each State Dental Board and 
is in the process of producing a 
composite document which will be 
published in the Newsletter as 
soon as it has been finalized.

Any 
proposed amendment are to be sub- 
mitted to Council within 6 months 
so that arrangements may be made 
for presentation at the next 
General Meeting.

SEVERE HEMORRHAGIC COMPLICATION FROM 
THUMB SUCKING 

Thumb and finger sucking is 
common in the pediatric ap group and 
usually is attributed to oral pleasure 
and seif-comforting behaviour. Most 
normally developing children lose 
interest in the habit with spontanecus 
disappearance before school age. 
Persistence as an intermmitent phen- 
omenon at bedtime, during illness or in 
times of emotional tension is common. 

A case report identifies an w- 
usual problem in a depressed, intro- 
verted, deaf-mite 5 year old boy. He 
vigorously sucked his left thumb most 
of the day and no attempts were made 
to eliminate the habit. The habit | 


produced a 6 mm. round ulcerated lesion | 


under his tongue on the floor of the 
mouth medial to the right bicuspid 
with brisk oozing and arterial pulsat- 
ion, requiring pressure and cauteriz-~ 
ation to abate the flow. The child had 
signs suggestive of acute hypovolemic 
shock with tachycardia of 120-.140/ 
minute, B.P. of 75/40 and pallor. 

The author’s (W.J.P.)} experience 
shows trequest shallow mucosal uicer- 
ation in less vascular regions of the 
buccal fatpad and soft palate but a 
literature review failed to find 
previous reports of severe hemorrhagic 
ulceration from thumb sucking.

CONSIDERATIONS IN THE DENTAL MANAGEMENT 
OF THE FACTOR VIII -— DEFICIENT CHILD 
WITH INHIBITORS . 

Classic hemophilia or hémophtilia 
A is a coagulation disorder which 
affects about 1/30,000. Severe hem - 
philiacs have a factor VIII activity of 
less than 1% and often present with 
spontaneous hemorrhages involving the 
skin, mucosa, muscles and viscera. 
Moderate hemophiliacs have factor VIII 
activity that is 2+62% of normal and will 
hemorrhage after light trauma. Mild 
hemophiliacs have activity that is 6-— 
304 of normal and prolonged bleeding is 
usually a consequence of severe trauma. 

Patient management should involve 
both the dentist and medical specialist 
so that there is a clear understanding 
of the elective dental procedure and 





medication needed. Complications 
involve post surgical hemorrhage, 

post treatment periodontal bleeding, 
post injection hematomas and hemorrhage 
secondary to inadvertant trauma to oral 
or perioral soft tissues. Precautions 
invelve consultation with the child's 
medical specialist, anaesthesia by 
oral administration of meperidine with 
or without nitrous oxide - oxygen 
sedation (injections carry the risk of 
hematoma formation}, restorative work 
with rubber dam ( a cotton gauze pad 
may be placed over the tooth before it 
is clamped), the use of indirect pulp- 
capping and endodontic treatment 
instead of extractions (the coagulant 
effect of formocresol is usually 
sufficient to promote hemostasis), and 
vigorous preventive education.

A SPOONFUL OF SUGAR HELPS THE MEDICINE 
GO DOWN 

The teeth of a group of 44 
children aged less than 6 years who 
had been taking syrup medicines reg- 
ularly for at least 6 months were 
compared with those of a control group 
of 47 children of similar ages. The 
aim of this study was to determine 
whether chronic administration of 
liquid medicines had a deleterious 
effect on children’s teeth. A quest- 
fonnaire was completed to identify other 
cariogenic factors. 

The results showed that children 
who received sucrose-based medicines 
had more carious teeth (P€ 0.05). 
Information cbtained from the guestion— 
naire was analysed using the X” test 
and showed no difference between the 
two groups for cariogeniec factors not 
related to medicines. 

The short article also indicated 
an increase in pingivitis during the 
6 month period. This seems to cont- 
radict present knowledge of the 
aetiology of peridontal disease. 
However, it is interesting to note 
the growing awareness by the medical 
fraternity of the influence of sweet- 
ened liquid medicines on dental heaith 
{Roberts 1.F. et al. Archives of 
Disease in Childhood 54. 12. 974 1979).
